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THE FARMER AND INFLATION 

"The farmer's share of the inflation isn't as great as a 
lot of people think," says Allan Spalding, Farm Bureau 
Federation's Washington representative. Middlemen are 
taking big rake-offs today. 

A report last week by the Department of Agriculture 
shows that foods are now at record level, yet the farmer's 
■hare of each consumer food dollar is still near the lowest 
point in five years, while marketing charges are up to an 
all-time high. 

In June, retail cost of a family "market basket" of food 
rose from $693 in May to $705. This figure is one percent 
larger than the previous January 1948 record. However, 
the farmer got only 51 cents of each dollar spent on this 
costly market basket. This represents a rise of only one 
cent from 50 cents in May— the lowest share in five years. 

Charges for marketing the family food basket stood 
at $346 in June, only one dollar below the all-time record 
high for May. Marketing costs today are 72 percent higher 
than prewar. Last year the nation's food marketing bill 
totaled $15.50 billion, the highest level in history. Handling 
costs on all major foods attained record levels. 

CHOOSING BETWEEN WAR AND SLAVERY 

There was a span of years just at the beginning of the 
20th century when most church leaders unequivocally 
deemed that there could be no justification for war. And 
there seemed to be firm ground for such a conclusion. But 
the Lambeth conference of 329 archbishops and bishops of 
the Anglican and Episcopal churches which met in London 
recently voiced a new note in the thinking of church lead- 
ers. Holding in mind the aims of the Russian government, 
in its plan to subjugate and enslave the peoples of the 
world, the meeting condemned Marxist Communism, the 
political system of Russia. 

The conference deplored war and urged the nations 
to cooperate in working out a general limitation of arma- 
ments. But it specifically recognized that under existing 
conditions occasions may rise "when both nations and indi- 
viduals are obliged to resort to WM, as the lesser of two 
evils." 

War does seem silly for civilized nations to employ as 
a means to settle their differences. But some nations, while 
supposed to be civilized, are far from being civil. Slavery 
could be even worse than war. The nation that is strong, 
and civil and subscribes to Christian principles, has an ob- 
ligation to protect and defend, as far as possible, the de- 
fenseless peoples of the earth against enslavement or ag- 
gressive war. 

The other day a man was complaining about the in- 
equities of this life. Said he, "I think it strange that some 
comedians earn more than the members of Congress. We 
hive been wondering since if the gentlemen meant the 
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There are some Americans today who are flirting with 
Communism. Would this, for them, be a timely reminder? 
So far. there has been no record of any American jumping 
out of a third story window to the concrete below to es- 
cape coming back to America.

Vegetable Storage H 

Last week the winter storage 
of sweet potatoes and squashes 
was discussed; today that of white 
potatoes, cabbage and the root 
crops, beets, turnips and carrots 
is to be covered. 

All these are "cool" vegetables, 
which is to say that their storage 
temperature should lie between 
40 to 60 degrees. Also, the atmos- 
phere should be fairly humid. 
Both these conditions are ideally 
met in a house-cellar, but in a 
room separate from that in which 
the furnace is. When there is no 
such place, "pitting" or burying 
is an excellent substitute. In 
Kentucky Extension Circular 286, 
suggestions are given for making 
a pit arranged for being venti- 
lated to keep the air within it 
sweet and fresh and to hold the 
humidity as it should be. Also, 
a "barrel pit" is described that 
performs quite nicely, and is 
simple to construct.

A makeshift intake, 
where there are two doors, can 
be made by sawing a three-inch 
strip off the bottom of the inner 
door and hinging it back. To 
ventilate the cave, on mild days 
open the outer door but leave 
the inner one closed, with the 
flap up. When full two-door 
protection is needed against 
severe cold, drop the flap. Where 
there is only one door, a make- 
shift is to hang sacks or tar- 
paulin across the door opening, 
clearing the floor by three inches, 
leaving the door open.

land was made productive, and 
the volume of crops and pasture 
the tenth year was nearly four 
times that of the first year.

The soil improvements were 
mainly the usl- of green-manure 
crops, sod or cover crops during 
winter, and the application of 
limestone, fertilizers and manure.

Chic Coats Produced 
From Chicken-Fed Mink 

The poultry raiding habits of 
wild mink provided a tip for 
economy in the feeding of mink 
raised in captivity, says the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
About a million mink raised on 
farms or "mink ranches" in the 
United States in 1947 supplied 
more than half of the pelts for 
the highly favored fur coats. 

For years horse meat and fish 
have been staples in supply of 
the meat these animals require. 
But replacement of millions of 
farm bones by tractors, plus an 



"Watch those Potatoes and To- 
matoes"— Late blight warnings 
have been received from our 
neighbor state of Indiana. When 
the temperature drops to 60 de- 
grees at night, and doesn't go 
much above 80 during the warm 
part of the day, there is danger 
of blight. Blight is also favored 
by raint,, so since we have been 
lucky in getting some nice rains 
and cool weather, it would be 
well to dust or spray all late 
tomatoes and potatoes at once 
with one of the copper dusts. 
Any of the basic coppers, such 
as copper A, have given good re- 
sults if used before the blight 
gets started. You will also want 
to be on the look out for potato 
bugs and tomato fruit worm 
which bores holes in the fruit, 
and the large tobacco hornworm 
which can strip the leaves off 
tomatoes in a hurry. Most any 
of the general garden sprays 
containing % per cent rotenone 
or 3 to 5 per cent D. D. T. along 
with copper will give satisfac- 
tory protection from both insects 
and diseases. This time of year, 
with cool nights and dews, I 
would prefer spraying or dust- 
ing late i n the afternoon just be- 
fore dark. The spray material 
sticks well when plants are be- 
ginning to moisten at night and 
this also gives a full nights feed 
ing for the bugs before the sui 
shines on the treated plants. 
Plant Cover Crops Now 
Now is an excellent time tc 
pant part of the garden in a 
good cover crop. Clean up all 
{the old dried-up bean vines, 
weeds, tomato vines, corn stalks 
and so forth and have a nice bon 
fire. Fire will destroy millions 
of diseases, germs, insects and 
weed seed to prevent part of 
your troubles next year. Work 
all this section of the garde as 
if you were going to plant a new 
garden then seed at once to a 
good cover crop. This cover 
crop will protect the soil from 
leaching and erosion during the 
winter months and will add val- 
uable humus and plant food for 
growing a better garden next 
year. Any of the small grains 
make good cover crops, but bar- 
ley, wheat and winter oats are 
preferred by many gardeners to
